A few fpecimens of this new fpecies of 
Fucus, fo accurately figured in the 9th vol. 
Eng. Bot. 640. I found on the beach at 
Aughris, Cunnamara, the mod weftern point, 
I believe, of Ireland. 

CCCLXXXXIII.

FU'CUS ferra'tus, ferraied Fucus^ or^ wrack. 

Very common on all our fliores, and varies 
much in fize ; fometimes it occurs above two 
feet high. " Batter obferves, that thisp lant 
it preferred by the Dutch fifhermen, for pack- 
ing up their lobfters, to F. veficulofus, from 
which fo much more mucus exudes, that is 
apt to corrupt them," Turner^s Synopjts of 
Britijh Fucu vol. i. 11 57. Lightfoot in his Fl. 
Scot. v. Zn 903, takes notice of this circum- 

I- ftancc. 
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fiance. *^ At Cromer in Norfolk, it is ufed 
for the fame purpofe ; and fome failors there,^ 
whom Mr. Wigg and Mr. Turner once faw 
bufily engaged in feparating thofe fifh from 
each other with it, when aiked why they 
employed fo much trouble on the matter, re^ 
plied, ^^ that it was not only to keep them 
moift, but to hinder them from fighting, 
which they would do without a preventative.** 
It is fuppofed to afford lefs alkaline fait, than 
F. veliculofus. 

CCCLXXXXIV. 

FU'CUS fahguin'eus, red doMeaved Fucus. 

Pretty commonly caft betweea the rockd 
on the fliore at Cuftrower bay, Aughris, and 
Renvi, Cunnamara. I found a few fpecimens 
on the fhore near Bray head. 

CCCLXXXXV. 

FU'CUS ru'bens, red oak^leaved ferraied Fuciis. 

Our fea coafts abound with this f|)ecies of 
fticus. The very correct figure given of it in 
Stackhoufe^s Nereis Britannica t. 7. muft put it . 
beyond every poffibility of miflake hereafter. 
But the F.Jinuo/us of Eng. Bot. v. 12. 822, as 
referring to the F. rubens of Stackhoufe, mufl, 
I humbly conceive, caufe fome confufion } the

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two plates being very diffitnilar. — ^However 
highly I refpeA, efteem, and admire the author 
of Eng. Bot. I cannot avoid .taking this liberty^ 
which I hope he will pardon* Our variety 
I take to be the y of Turner's Synopfis, 
** quercifoUusj laciniis rotundatis^ margimbus fub^ 
nudis^* and the Englifli name oak-leaved^ 1 
conlider as truly characleriftick. 

CCCLXXXXVI. 

FU'CUS HypoglosTum, 

This very elegant and rare fpecies of fucuSj 
fo accurately defcribed^ and depided in' the 
sd vol. Linn. Trans. 30. t. 7, was found 
amongft other rejedamenta between the rocks 
at Aughris, Cunnamara. I could procure but 
a few fpecimens, which at firft fight I ton- 
fidered as varieties of Fucus fanguineus, 

CCCLXXXXVIL 

FU'CUS ala'tus, winged Fucus. 

In the waters between the rocks, left by 
the recefs of the tides, rather common. I 
have fome fpecimens attached to F. veficulofus. 
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CccLXxxxviri. 

FtJ'CUS facchari'nus, fweet Fucus, orfea heti* 

Upon our fea coafts very common — I hstvc 
meafured a plant of this leathery fucus, above 
three feet long. " It derives its name from the 
circumftance of its leaves, after they are dried, 
if not fujfficiently tvafhed and kept from the air, 
being often covered with a whitifh efflorefcence 
iimilar in appearance to fugar, and which, if 
flightly applied, leaves upon the palate a 
fweetiih tafte, but, as Gmelin has obferved, is 
nothing more than fait, and, if taken in tpo 
great a quantity, has the effcd of irritating the 
bowels. The fame author has obferved on 
the authority of Pallas, that in fome parts of 
the fea coafls of England it is cooked, and 
eaten as a pot-herb ; and that the inhabitants 
of Iceland boil it in milk, and make it into 
a pottage ; or deep it in frefh water, expofe 
it in a dry funny place till it is hard, then 
put it up in wooden veffels till in time it 
acquires a white colour, and is as fweet as 
fugar, when they eat it with butter/' Turner*s 
Synop. V. 2. 206. Similar circumftanccs are 
recorded of it in Lightfoot's Fl. Scot. v. 2. 
5^42, with this addition, " that cattle feed, 

and 
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and get fat upon tlris fea wrac^,' both in its 
recent and dry ftate, but their flefli atquires 
a bad iavour.'^ Mr. Stackhoufeobferves tbat 
F. fiiccharinus, when dry$ and fufpended in 
an airy place, forms an admirable hygrometer, 
and preferves its qualities for years. 

CCCLXXXXIX. 

FU'CUS digitai'tusj^/z^^r^i Fucus^ fea girdle^ 
hangers* 

Plentifully on almofl: all our coafts. " Bifliop 
punner obferves, that in Nordland th/s ftems 
an4 fronds of young fpecimens are boiled 
and given to cattle, and that the former ar^ 
fon)etimes eaten by men ; that the ^riec^ (lall^y 
in Lofoten and Veftcraalen, are employed for 
fuel, and in a putrid ftate ufed, as in the United 
Kingdom to manure the fields." Turner. — 
Every fpecics of fuci may be ufed with advan- 
tage as a manure for land. Mr. Stackhoufe 
fays, that this fucus forms an eflential article 
of the hufbandmaji's attention after a ftorm, 
bein^ a very bulky plant. He obferves, (and 
I know it to be the fa<5l) that the fize of 
fome of the larger ftalks is equal to that of a 
walking ftick, and ^s incorruptible as a cab- 
bage ftumpf

The difference of the refult under the retort 
of the two common fpecies, the one fucculent^ 
the other coriaceous j muft appear furprizing— 
the preient fucus containing 5-6th parts of 
water J and the other the F. veficulofus not 
quite I '4th part, which muft arife from the 

great 
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^eat ^antity of xnucus this fucculent fpecies 
(F. digttatus) cpquine4 within its ekternal 
coats. Tbis likewife contained only 82, 5 
cubic inches of different gafes, while the 
F. veficulofus yielded 267. The foda in F. 
^igitatus was little more than half the quan- 
tity of what was found in the F. veficulofus, 
and the empyreumatic oil, more than i-9th, 
or 6 to 54. 

From this ftatement it clearly appears to 
Mr, Stackhoufe that, contrary to the gene- 
rally received opinion among farmers, the 
' coriaceous fpecies of fuci are preferable as mor 
nure to tht fucculent fpecies. 

CCCC. ' 

FU'CUS polyfchi'des, great furbelowed hangers. 

Nearly as common as the former, and with 
which it has b^en frequently confounded. 
The very admirable figure in Nereis Brit. t. 4. 
of this fucus, mufl: remove every poffibility 
of doubt, of its being a very diftinft fpecies^ 
when contrafted witjh the F. digitatus, t. 3. of 
jtheiame woirk- I have adopted the trivial name 
poljfchides, in preference to bulbofusy tho* the 
letter term has been fandioned by a Turjier. 
^ LigbtfoQt in fl. $cot, obfcrves, that this fucus 
Jb^is ^iQedmes grown fo l^rge, that a fingle 
fy(^mc^ has been »^ad for 9 man's (houlders ; 

and 
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and Mr. Stackhoufe informed Dr.' Withering, 
that he has known tlie plant to weigh' Ifirom 
twenty to thirty pounds or morg/ In the 
Scilly iflands, and on fome fpots in the weft of 
Cornwall, this fpecies, with the otTier large 
fucculent ones, are burnt in confiderable quan- 
tities to make kelp.^* 

Dr. Goodemugby and Mr, Woodward^ in their 
obfervations on Britifli Fuci, Linn. Tranf. v. 3. 
'155. mention, that this and the preceding fpe- 
cies grow to a vaft fize, from one to five 
yards. I never could deteft it of the latter 
fize on our fca fliores. 

CCCCI. 
FU'CUS canaliculatus, channelled Fucus. 

. Rather common on the rocks in various 
parts of our coaft. 

CCCCII. 
FU'CUS crifpus, buckjhorn Fucus. 

I have adopted the trivial name given to 
this fiicus by Mr. Turner, in preference to 
that fo commonly made ufe of, ceranoides; as 
he has moft fatisfaftorily proved, that the jF. 
ceranoides of Linnaeus is quite a different plan^. 
^ I wifli I could be as well fatisfiedas to the 
varieties of this fpecies^ noticed by this inge- 
nious 
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nious gentleman, nine in number; and though 
I litve feveral by me, which I confider as iucb, 
I will not at prefent hazard an opinion, but 
barely ftate, that the very common varieties 
are frequently to^ be met with on our rocky 
ihore3.

Found in pools of fliallow water, on the 
coaft, near the Giant's caufew:ay.

houfe's defcription of thefe parts.-

FU'CUS edutis, eatable Fucus. 

Found in fmall quantities on the coaft, 
amongft the rocks, beyond Bray head. 

My fpecimens are of a deep and opaque 
blood-red, and about the fize and cuneiform 
{hape of the fmaller fronds of Mr. Stackhottfe's 
figure, Ner. Brit. t. i2,

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^^ It is eatable when raw, which is hardly tht 
cafe withv fbme other fuci. li is alfo cattii 
after being pinched with hot irons, and then 
taftes like roafted oyfters.*' 

In the iflands of the Archipelago, the na- 
tives have a curious way of dreffing fi(h with 
this fucus: " they take flices of fifli, and 
ftew them, with crow garlic, chopt foiall; 
when tender, foiAe Jard, or any animal fat, is 
added ; and, laftiy, a handful or more of this 
fucus, called by them Marvei, is put on, which 
not only gives a moft beautiful purple tinge ta 
the ragout, but diflblves, and thickens the 
fauce fo nrnch, that, when cold, the jeliy is 
ftrong enough to fupport a fpoon, or any 
other thing placed in a perpendicular direc- 
tion/*^— G/w^/i;;. if J/?. Fuc. 190. Ner. Brit. 59. 

" But the moft furprifing quality of thJs 
plant, and one that will probably render it 6f 
fervice in dyeing, was difcovered by Mr. 
Stackhoufe by accident. Having placed fome 
of the leaves to macerate in fea water, in order 
to procure feeds from ic, he perceived on the 
fecond day a faint ruby tint, very different 
from the coloui; of the plant, which is a dull 
red, inclining to chocolate colour. Being fur« 
prifed at this, he continued the maceration, 
and the tint grew more vivid, till at laft: it 
equalled the ftrongeft infufion of cochineal. 
This liquid was mucilaginous, and had a re^ 

markable 
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markabile property of being of a chaogeaUe 
colour, as It appeared a bright ruby, when 
held to the light, and a muddy faflfron, when 
viewed in a contrary diredion. He adds, that 
a chemical friend of his (the Rev. W, Gregor) 
aflured him, that he procured z,Jine lake from 
an infuiion of it, by means of alum.*' — Her* 
But, p. 58. Mr. Turner obferves, that the 
quality of yielding by tnacerstion a fine colour 
13 common alfo to many other alg^ and in 
the higheft degree obfervable in Conferva feta* 
ceay which, after it has been kept only a very 
Ihort time in frelh water, gives out nearly the 
whole of the fine lake tinted fiuid^ with which 
its tubes are filled, and remains an almoft co« 
lourlefe, diaphanous membrane." 

When moiftened after having been dried^ 
this fpecies of fucus more particularly cxhs^s 
a violet fcent. Eng. Bot. v. 19, 1307. 

CCCCV. 
FU'CUS dentatus, indented Fucus. 

Found near the Giant's caufcway, amongft 
rcjeAamenta thrown in from the fea; and be- 
tween Balbriggen and Skerries, county Dublin. 

The urceolate capfules, noticed by Mr. Tur- 
ner in his Synopfis of Britifh Fuci, Introdu6Hon 
XXV, appear to be very accurately figured in 
the laft fafciculus of Mr. Stackhoufe's Nereis 

Britannicaj 
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Britannicay tab. 15; and in which plate: a 
figure of the plant itfelf is well reprefented. 

CCCCVI. 
FU'CUS laceratuis, endive-leaved Fucus. 

Is pretty common on our fea fhores, on 
rocks and rejedamenta thrown on the ihore. 

Except as to colour, the figure in Eng.Boi. 
V. 15. 1067, is very charaderiftic of this plant, 
as it occurs on our fhores. 

CCCCVII. 
FUNGUS laciniatus, jagged Fucus. 

I by no means cohfider this as a variety oi 
the former, differing in many refpeds froni it.

Found, many fpecimens on the coaft, neac 
the Giant's caufeway. 

CCCCVIII. 

FU'CUS ciliatus, ciliated Fucus. 

Not uncommon on our coafts, Rufh, Bal- 
briggan, Howth, Bullock, &c. county Dublin. 
"This. fucus refcmbles F^faccbarinus^ in the 
property whence that fpecies derives its name ; 
and, if dried, without fufficient care being 
taken to wa(h put all laline particles, will a^^

refcence.*'— Turner. 

CCCCIX. 

FU'CUS pinnatifidus, pinnAttfid Fucus. 

Fouqd covering fomc rocks in the fea, on 
the coaft, near Balbriggan and Rufli. My fpe- 
cimen is the var, <«. Ner. Brit. t. 1 1. I could 
not difcdver that acrid and unpleafant tafte, 
and peculiar fmell, which are attributed to it; 
perhaps I did not put it to the teft, in a fuffi- 
ciently recent date. 

CCCCX. 
FU'CUS filum, thread Fucus^ or fea laces. 

Common on all our fea coafts. Mr. Stack- 
houfe fays, that he has meafured it feventeen 
feet long. I have met with fpecimens very 
long indeed. It is worthy of remark, that 
the common people^ who conduct the kelp 
kilns on the Cunnamara coaft, a great kelp 
fhore, bbferve, that the kilns, which are more 
abundantly fupplied with this fucus, yield the 
greateft quantity of kelpj and of a better qua- 
lity. A feries of comparative experiments, 
inftituted to afcertain the relative value of each 
fpecies of our common fea wrack, as to their 
individual produce of alkaline fait, would be

intoxicates thcfe induftrious creatures. Light- 
foot fays, that in Italy fpccimens have been 
found, weighing twenty-five pounds, and mea- 
furing two yards in circumference. Withering 
fays, that it is ufed to carry fuel in from a 
diftawe. Whether it has a ftyptic quality, 
more than any other denfe ipongy fubllance, 
is much to be doubted?

This fubftance, fo generally known by the 
name of fmut, and which is to be found on 
feveral kinds and fpecies of grain and grafs, is 
now afcertaioed to be a minute and parafitical 
'mufhroom, feveral fpecies of which are fup- 
pofed to occafion the feveral fpecies of blights. 
The French call it Ergot, 

In the fifth vol. of Linn. Tranfaft. p. 112. 
are to be found many interefting particulars^ 
on this fubjeft, by the Rev. W. Kirby, F. L. S. 
and amongft the reft the following. 

This gentleman has noticed a few fpecies of 
this very minute parafite. J^^e firft is our 
Reticularia fegetum, or fmut, and which in 
{Jngland is called duft brandy fmut^ or burnt corn^ 
a [pecies common to wheat» oats, barley, and 
rye, is fcentlefs, and confumes not only thp 
farinaceous part of the grain, but even the 
chaff— barley and oats are more commonly ^Xr 
tacked by it than wheat, on account of the 
latter being ufed dreffed for fowing. 

The next fpecies is called pepper brandy brandy 
or bladders-, this fpecies confumes only the fa- 
rinaceous part of the grain, which affumes a 
deep and dingy hue, and, being crumbled, 

emits 
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emits a very fetid fcent, like putrid fi(h, which 
diilinguifhes it from the former; it is confi- 
dered as very prejudicial to the farmer. 

The next fpecies, Mr. Kirby notices, is that 
known to agriculturifts by the name of red 
gum (Moidwm)^ which throws forth a powder 
of a bright orange colour — this» minute mu(h- 
room does not appear to be materially injurious 
to the grain, if at all. 

Another, he obferves, which is very common 
on wheat, the Uredo frumenti^ Sowerby 140, 
grows on the ears, ftraw, and chaff, burlHng 
in longitudinal ftreaks from under the epidcr- 
mis or Ikin ; this is reprefented as the blight of 
the wheat, and whioh in certain foils and fca- 
fons is fo very injurious to that grain. 

The next Mr. Kirby notices is one, which 
the wheat, in certain parts of England in the 
year 1797, fuffered very confiderably by, which 
the fanners call blight or mildew^ and by far 
the worft enemy to the wheat — the ears in- 
jured by it were diftinguifhed at a confiderable 
diftance by their blackncfs, and on clofer exa- 
mination they appeared as if foot, or fome 
fmutty powder, had been thrown upon them ; 
the chaflF appeared covered with fmall black 
dots, very diflferent in appearance from the 
uredo frumenti on the fame part; he obferves, 
that wheat feized with mildew is only fit food 
for fwine or poultry j and that, on examining 

a mildewed 
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a mildewed ear with a lens^ the appearances 
did not fo fully convince him of its being a 
fungus, as the other fpecies did ; however, he 
feems inclined to believe it is one, becaufe 
fome foreigner, who had exprefsly written on 
the fubject, afferts, that the mildew is a very 
minute lycoperdorij or puff' ball. 

Upon the whole then it would appear, that 
the blight or mildew is the moft defirudive 
fpecies of Reticularia^ Urcdo^ Mcidium^ Lycoper- 
don^ or call it what we may;- and Mr. Kir by 
very juftly laments, that fome method has not 
yet been found out to prevent the blight, as 
e£fe£lually as that, which has long been in ufc 
amongfl: farmers, to fecure their crops from 
the brand, CReticularia fegetum.) 

It is neceflary to obferve, that the very in« 
gcnious eflay, in the 6th vol. Linn. Tranf. 
p. 75. *' Obfervations on Aphides, or blighting 
infeds, as being the principal caufe of blights 
in plants,** has nothing whatfoever to do with 
the prefent fubject; indeed the eflay alluded to 
has not even hinted at the judicious remarks, 
made by Mr. Kirby, . in the 5th vol. of the 
fame tranfaclions, publifhed in i8oo. 

This very pains-taking gentleman obferves, 
that the farmers in England ufe many prepa- 
rations for drefling their feed, in order to pre- 
vent the evil of the pepper brand; fuch as a lix- 
ivium of wood aihes and urine; lalt and water 

only 
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only, or fait water if at handj lees from the 
foap boilers; urine and chcefe whey; and he 
believes that all the farmers dry their feed with 
frejh flacked lime. This cuftom, which is uni- 
verfal in the eaft of England, Mr. Kirby ob- 
ferves, would feem to prove, that the difeafc 
originates from the adhefion of the feed or 
duft of the brand to the feed of the wheat; and 
though he is convinced, from every informa- 
tion he has received, that fome of the grain, 
nay a confiderable quantity, does perifli by the 
ufe of lime, yet he very pointedly afl;:s, is the 
evil incurred greater than the evil prevented? 
To prove that the practice of dreffing the 
feed, previous to fowing, is a very effeftual 
preventative againft the brand, Mr. Kirby de- 
tails fome experiments made with that view, 
fiich as' wifliing the wheat carefully with 
fpring W2tter, and afterwards wiping it with a 
foft dry cloth; dipping it in ftrong white wine 
vinegar, and afterwards allowed to dry; co- 
vering the grain with fait water, and after Jet- 
ting it remain in it for twelve hours, it was 
wiped as before; the refult was, that the wheat 
thus managed fufFered very little injury from 
the brandy the wheat, which was limply wafhed 
with water, produced the greateft number of 
plants, and that wetted with vinegar the 
fmalleft number; but it does not appear that 
any linie was ufed in the experiment, though

Mr. Kirby apprehends, that lime is the moft 
efficacious preventative againft the evil, al- 
though, as before obfcrved, th6 mod deftruc- 
tive of the feed; \X\2X frejh JIacked lime is more 
effeclual than air JJacked lime^ is proved by a 
confiderable lofs, which a farmer fuffered 
(£3^^) by uling the latter with fait water, in 
the drcffirig of his wheat at a particular period, 
and for reafons unneceflary Here to relate, 
though it was always his cuftom before to 
drefs his feed with frejh Jlacked lime and fait 
water, and the event was fuccefsful. It is well 
worthy of attention, that old nbheaty ufed for 
feed, is not fubjeft to the brand* As fimply 
walhing the feed with water, if it be carefully 
wiped -afterwards, anfwers the end of fteeping 
it in more expenlive preparations, though at- 
tended with fome difficulty on a large fcale; 
and as it feems all that is necefiary fpr guard- 
ing againft the evil, is to have the feed tho- 
roughly cleaned previous to fowing ; Mr. Kir- 
by recommends wetting the feed with water, 
and afterwards drying it w^h frefh flacked 
lime. 

As a further proof, Mr. Kirby informs us, 
that a medical gentleman, who nas now taken 
to farming, aflured him, that fince he has 
drefled his wheat, he has never fufiered by the 
pepper brand; and fo convinced is he of the 
utility of the common method^ that he is de- 
termined 
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termined to prepare barley and oats in the 
feme way, in order to prevent the du/i brand."' 

In the Annals of Agriculture, Bath Papers,, 
and many other periodical publications, on 
agriculture, a variety of methods are recom- 
mended againft the fmut: I ihall notice one by 
a Mr. Gordon, in the Bath papers for the year 
1799, vol. 9tb, as perhaps it is not generally 
knovi^n; this gentleman recommends vitriolic 
acid, and,* from the reftilt of fome exiperiments 
which he made, he is induced to think that 
the difeafe is communicated by infeftionf' 
that the vitriolic acid deftroys the infection j 
that the quantity of this acid fufficient is one 
to thirty of water; that a much greater quan- 
tity of the acid may be ufed with fafcty; 
that the feed fliould not be fuflfered to dry 
after it is taken out of the fteep; that the feed 
may remain in the fteep fome time without 
danger; he has fufFcred it to remain in the 
fteep for twenty hours, for reafons unneceflary 
here to mentioin. The quantity of acid ufed is 
by meafure, as one gallon of the acid to thirty 
gallons of water; and he direfts, that the feed 
fliould not be put into the fteep, until the great 
heat, occaiioned by the mixing of the acid 
with the water, is entirely gone off." 

I have fomewhat ftrayed, I fear, beyond the 
limits allowed me in the prefent publication, 
which muft be excufed, as I confider the fub»

jecl highly inferefting, and of great national 
import. I have, therefore, in a very brief 
point of view indeed, coUeAed fuch informa- 
tion, as I conceived worthy of being communi- 
cated, on fo very great an evil as the fmut; at 
the fame time, I by no means hold myfelf rc- 
fponfible for any opinion or advice given on a 
fubjeft of fo very great confequence.
